These  Roses  require  no  pruning  in  the  Spring  except  the  taking  out  of  old  or 
dead  wood  or  pruning  back  to  the  desired  shape  or  form,  but  a  severe  pruning  of  old 
wood  in  July  after  they  have  flowered,  will  encourage  a  vigorous  growth  and  insure 
an  abundance  of  bloom  the  following  season. 

HIAWATHA — Among  hardy  Climbing 
Roses  none  surpass  the  Hiawatha.  Each 
Summer  the  plants  are  smothered  with 
great  blooms,  often  fifty  or  more  flow¬ 
ers  to  a  cluster.  The  color  is  a  glow¬ 
ing  ruby-carmine,  with  clear  white  at 
base  of  petals  and  a  mass  of  golden 
stamens  at  the  center.  This  rose  has 
been  a  sight  worth  seeing  in  bloom  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Dept,  of  Agriculture 
at  Washington. 


PAUL’S  SCARLET  CLIMBER.  The  most 
vivid  scarlet  climber  in  existence.

CULTURE  OF  THE  GLADIOLUS 

Gladiolus  like  sun  and  a  rich  soil.  Plant  the  bulbs  four 
inches  apart  and  three  inches  deep  (6  inches  deep  if  the  soil 
is  light  and  sandy.)  Keep  free  from  weeds  and  well  hoed. 
If  you  plant  some  of  the  bulbs  every  ten  days  from  middle  of 
April  to  July  10th,  you  can  have  them  in  bloom  from  July 
to  October.  Largest  bulbs  are  necessary  only  for  forcing 
under  glass,  but  even  quite  small  bulbs,  those  of  y2  in.  or 
even  less,  will  bloom  the  first  year  planted  in  the  garden. 
Above  Collections  consist  of  nice  plump  bulbs  grading  1  to 
114  inches  in  diameter,  just  the  most  economical  size  for  out¬ 
door  planting  to  produce  fine  spikes  of  bloom.

Some  seeds  are  much  easier  to  germinate  than 
others.  Growers  will  have  failures  as  well  as  successes. 
Some  classes  of  seeds  are  unreliable  even  in  the  hands 
of  professionals.  Others  could  hardly  fail  with  any  sort 
of  treatment. 

Tender  seeds  should  not  be  planted  outdoors  before 
May  and  expected  to  grow;  many,  however,  may  be 
started  in  the  house  from  Feb.  to  Apr.  and  transplanted 
out  in  May.  Neither  should  the  seed  be  planted  like 
corn  and  expected  to  do  well.  Sow  about  twice  in  depth 
the  thickness  of  the  seed.  Very  fine  seed  can  be  sowed 
from  a  salt  shaker  and  pressed  down  with  a  flat  block 
or  board. 

Seeds  started  indoors  should  be  sowed  in  cigar  boxes 
or  shallow  pans,  in  good  soil  and  covered  with  glass  until 
the  young  plants  appear,  when  one  side  of  the  glass 
should  be  raised  for  ventilation.  Keep  moist,  but  not 
soaked,  so  as  to  provide  the  needed  moisture  and  yet  not 
“damp  off”  the  young  plants. 

Do  not  transplant  until  after  the  two  seed  leaves 
have  been  succeeded  by  the  regular  leaves. 

Flat  seeds  such  as  Ricinis,  Gourds,  Wild  Cucumber, 
Coboea,  &c.,  should  be  planted  edgewise  the  same  as 
you  plant  Lima  Beans.  Planted  flat  they  would  have  a 
tendency  to  rot. 

By  following  out  these  few  and  simple  suggestions 
you  should  have  more  than  the  average  of  success.
